Must Be British 
Subject in Order 
to Vote 

May Be Called Upon to Pro¬ 
duce Naturalization Papers 

According to the School Act 
received this year every voter must 
either be a British subject by birth 
or naturalization. While the elec¬ 
tion officials know a large number 
of persons with their naturalization 
papers it would save time if each 
voter of foreign birth would have 
his papers on his person for which 
he wilt be asked at the polling 
table. • 

Here is the paragraph which 
states all voters must be British 
subjects: “In a school district any 
person whose name is on the school 
voters’ list and any person whose 
name has been added to the assess¬ 
ment roll by reason of the payment 
of the minimum tax levied by the 
Coleman School District, No. 1216, 
provided that such person is a 
British subject.”

Dominion War Savings 
Certificate Scheme 
Presented to Lions Club 

A. G. Baalim, Southern Alberta Organizer, and Lynn Fairbairn 
Speak On Dominion War Savings Certificate Project; Two New 
Members Added to Local Club 


At a largely attended meeting 
of the Lions’ club on Tuesday eve¬ 
ning, January 28, Mr. Arthur G. 
Baalim of Lethbridge, the southern 
organizer of the Dominion War 
Savings Certificate Project, and 
Mr. Lynn Fairbairn, a well-known 
barrister of the same city, address¬ 
ed a representative group of citi¬ 
zens from Bellevue and Blairmore, 
along with the members of the 
local Lions' club, on the Dominion 
government plan of raising $10,- 
000,000 per month toward the war 
effort through the sale of War 
Saving Certificates to the citizens 
and wage earners of the Dominion 
and the very imperative need of 
supporting .the Dominion govern¬ 
ment in their war effort at this 
time. 

Mr. Baalim, with a few intro¬ 
ductory remarks relating to the ef¬ 
fort being put Jbrth to organize 
for the February canvass for War 
Certificates under the Dominion 
‘ r pl^pf' introduced Lynn Fairbairn, 
who first brought greetings from 
the Service clubs of Lethbridge of 
which he and Mr. Baalim were 
members, and then launched out in¬ 
to a stirring and challenging ad¬ 
dress which revealed the important 
place Service clubs of citizens of 
different occupations and callings 
occupied in the community life and 
the opportunities open for service 
to our country, in a time of stress 
such as this. He made this evident¬ 
ly clear in his concise and pointed 
review of the world situation as 
he unfolded to us, in his masterly 
fashion, the conflict now being 
waged through the propagation of 
tho three differing sociological eco¬ 
nomical ideologies of Fascism, 
Communism and Democracy. He 
emphaaaed the fact that at the 
present^loment the two ideologies 
of Fascism and Democracy were 
engaged in a life and death strug¬ 
gle While Communism was sitting 
back and watching the outcome and 
waiting for the opportune moment 
to step in to establish her social 
and economic system. Mr. Fair¬ 
bairn had little doubt that the 
Democracies would, under the de¬ 
termination of a British empire 
and • supported by the American 


republic, oome out victorious; but 

hat of Communism ? It was his 
opinion that we had the answer, 
and it would come in the support 
bf our Dominion war effort, but 
that this whole affair was a most 
grim business and it would require 
the closest co-operation of every 
citizen. 

Mr. Baalim then went into detail 
in his presentation of the Dominion 
government plan of offering the 
War Saving Certificates to the citi¬ 
zens and wage tamers of the Do¬ 
minion. Five hundred thousand 
workers are being solicited 
throughout the Dominion not only 
to launch this plan but to be pre¬ 
pared to continue their services for 
the duration of the war and work 
in co-operation with the Ottawa 
government in the endeavor to keep 
this steady stream of $10,000,000 
coming to the Dominion War Fund 
every month from the War Saving 
Certificates. The local Lions’ club 
was commended very 'highly for 
their initiative in launching this 
drive for certificates in January, 
and the Coleman club was assured 
of greater assistance in the way of 
information from Ottawa as soon 
as this organization was registered 
with the government. Mr. Baalim 
pointed out that a very thorough 
plan of advertising was being 
launched through 25 different ad¬ 
vertising agencies with the purpose 
df explaining in detail the purpose 
and plan of the War Saving Certi¬ 
ficate project and to assure every 
contributor to this scheme that this 
is not a gift but an investment. An 
investment in the lives of our own 
> Sbys Who have enlisted in the ser¬ 
vice, an investment in the British 
empire and all those things we hold 
sacred, an investment in Demo¬ 
cracy. It is a loan, and at maturity 
the cash invested along with in¬ 
terest will come back to us after 
having secured (we trust) for the 
British empire and the world demo¬ 
cratic ideals. 

A pleasing feature of the Lions’ 
club meeting was the reception of 
two new members in the persons of 
Dr. Lou Lesk of Bellevue, and Bill 
Picard of Blairmore.

Gives British Army Stragetic Ad¬ 
vantages In North Africa 

London.—The British army’s entry 
into the Italian ■ base of Tobruk, 
Libya, gives it three additional 
strategic advantages in North Africa, 
a British military source said. 

1. Tobruk has the only good na¬ 
tural harbor on the long Libyan 
coastline and will give the navy a 
chance to supply advancing troops 
operating more than 200 miles west 
Or the railhead at Matruh, Egypt. 

2. Tobruk is astride a main coas¬ 
tal road and dominates, the highway 
paralleling this 15 miles inlahd. 

3. The British army should' gain 
three potentially useful airports,. at 
El Adem, Gazala and El Temfni and 
a seaplane base at Bomba. 

Tobruk lies about 65 miles west 
of Bardla, which fell Jan. 5.

Aside from the Italian prisoners 
taken—and in listing these as above 
14,000 the British command used 
the qualifying term "so far”—2,000 
Italian wounded men were evacu¬ 
ated, a general headquarters com¬ 
munique said.

WHY WE MUST LEND TO JYIN 

(The Financial Post) 

T HE real reasons why self-denial and savings must 
urgently be demanded otl the civilian population in 
wartime are well set forth by Morris W. Wilson. Mr. 
Wilson, president and managing director of the Royal 
Bank of Canada, spoke at the annual meeting of his insti¬ 
tution. 

When buyers persist in bidding for goods which are 
not available, they do not succeed in increasing the sup¬ 
ply, but only in running up the prices. 

It isn’t enough, Mr. Wilson pointed out, for people 
to draw money out of their savings accounts to lend to the 
Government. ‘‘It is fresh saving that is essential.” I he 
important thing is to reduce the demand for ordinary 
goods, thereby increasing our ability to produce war 
goods. 

The choice between the people of Canada, as Mr. 
Wilson so clearly pointed out, is a favorable response to 
the present appeal for war savings or some form of com¬ 
pulsory savings plan. 

To those who think that the wealthier classes and 
the corporations can supply all the money that is needed 
to lend to the Government, Mr. Wilson had a word to say. 

He showed that those in the lower income brackets are 
responsible for perhaps two-thirds of the demand for con¬ 
sumers’ goods. If the working man, who has full employ¬ 
ment at good wages, makes full use ot his increased pur¬ 
chasing power, then rapidly rising prices are inevitable. 

On the other hand, the “surplus income” of the 
highet income groups automatically finds its way into the

A LBERTA miners are to receive a cost-of-living bonus 
of eighteen cents per day from January 1 to April 1, 
1941, in accordance with agreements made dependent on 
the rises in cost of living. This will result in increased 
cost of coal to consumers in the cities, and in Calgary an 
increase of 25 cents per ton is already in effect. It looks 
as if the merry circle of price increases will continue as it 
did in the last war, and prices in most commodities will 
continue to rise.

Nearly 4,000 letters' and over 
1,000 parcels for men overseas that 
could not be forwarded 'because of 
insufficient or incorrect address 
were received at Post Corps Head¬ 
quarters, Ottawa, in a single month 
recently. 

Referred to Ithe Records Office 
of the Army for particulars, only 
63 of these letters and 423 of the 
parcels could be identified for im¬ 
mediate forwarding, while infor¬ 
mation was obtained in regard to 
a large proportion of the remainder 
iwhich would enable the Postal 
Corps to again try them at re¬ 
directed addresses. It was neces¬ 
sary, however, to hold 2,600 pieces 
of which no record of address could 
be found. These may later find 
their way to their destination if 
addressees make application or in¬ 
formation can otherwise be ob¬ 
tained. 

Mail for overseas, it is pointed 
out, should include in the address, 
the soldier’s regimental number, 
his rank and name, his service or 
unit, and should be sent c/o Base 
Post Office, Canada.

In accordance with your instructions under the re¬ 
quirements of the Town and Village A e t of Alberta, I 
have audited the accounts and records of the Town of 
Coleman for the year ended 31st December, 1940, and 
in addition to completing the Report Form required by 
the Alberta Department of Municipal Affairs, I have 
also prepared the attached Statements and Balance 
Sheet for your information from the' records of the 
Town. 

The Cash Statement deals only with actual cash 
transactions completed within the calendar year regard¬ 
less of whether the items were actually connected with 
the year 1940 business. The Revenue Statement shows 
the Earnings and Expenses applicable to year 1940 
regardless of whether all these items were received or 
paid before the books were closed for year 1940. The 
Revenue Statement shows that after making the usual 
allowances for Depreciation of the various Assets of 
the Town, the 1940 business recorded a small Operating 
Loss of $9.16. You will please note that in addition to 
the Expenses shown in 'the Revenue Statement there 
was also the sum of $2,081.89 spent for additional 
Street and Sidewalk paving, and the sum of $900 was 
spent in ctonnection with the new Sports Park. These 
items being Capital Expenditures, they are omitted 


from the Revenue ^ecqunt and listed as Assets in the 
Balance Sheets \ \ 

You will note thatNPown Tax Arrears have again 
been reduced and remain at approximately 26 per cent, 
of /the current levy. This is a very satisfactory condi¬ 
tion particularly in view of the fact that the Physical 
Assets of the Town are now covered by Depreciation 
Reserve Funds amounting to approximately 76 per cent, 
lof the cost of /these Assets. 

No al'Hbiwance has been made in the attached 
Accounts for 1940 Old Age Pensions payments, as the 
account had not reached your office by today. 

During 1940 the Town Council and Public School 
Board met and it was arranged that Ithe Town should 
levy and collect School Taxes that year and pay over 
each month to the School Board the School Taxes col¬ 
lected. ^ 

I beg to report having visited your office nine^ 
times during ithe past year and each time I found the 
work up to date, the cash properly accounted Dor and 
deposited in the bank. 

Subject to the foregoing I certify that, in my opin¬ 
ion, the attached Balance Sheat is properly drawn up to 
disclose a true and correct view of the affairs of the 
Town of Coleman as at 31st December, 1940, according 
tjo the best of my information, the explanations given 
to me, and as shown by the books of the Town of Cole¬ 
man, Alberta.

S. A. WAR SERVICES OVER 
$725,000 TO END OF MARCH, ’41 

TORONTO.—Canadians in'-uni*, 
form, in Canada, Iceland, New¬ 
foundland and overseas, visited the 
Salvation Army’s Red Shield war 
service centres 5,649,423 times from 
the date these were opened after 
the outbreak of war last fall till 
October 31, 1940, it is revealed to¬ 
day in a report issued by Brigadier 
Wm. Dray, secretary of the war 
service department. 

The first Red Shield centre for 
this war was opened at Edmonton 
September 28, 1939. On November 
30 this year, 83 had been built or 
acquired, equipped, staffed and 
placed in operation at various mili¬ 
tary camps and training centres 
across Canada. Also, as at Novem¬ 
ber 30th, Canada, had supplied 19 
Salvation Army officers as auxil¬ 
iary service supervisors with the 
first and second divisions over¬ 
seas. Twelve mobile canteens had 


been put in, service “over there,” 
and the “West Central Hotel” had 
been opened for Canadian troops 
in London, England. 4 

Total actual expenditures by the 
Red Shield department to Novem¬ 
ber 30,1940, had mounted to $525,- 
982.37. Another estimated $199,050 
will be required to complete the 
financing of this department alone 
till March 31, 1941, making an esti¬ 
mated total of $725,032.37 for Red 
Shield war work up to the end of 
March next year. 

“Remember, of course, tjiat these 
figures apply only to our new de¬ 
partment set up as a result of the 
war. In peacetime, wc have 421 
''Models, 564 “outpost-” br centres, 
74 Social institutions and 69 schools 
throughout Canada, and of course 
these are all doing their share to 
take care of the added burden that 
war brings to our social life,” Brig. 
Dray concluded.

Mould growth in foods is not; 
usually dangerous. In many cases 
the formation of mould in food in- 
j creases its palatability. For example, 
j some kinds of cheese, such as Roque- 
i fort, Limburger, Brie and Camem- 
! bert, are eaten only after extensive 
; mould growth has taken place. The 
! characteristic flavour and smell of 
these cheeses are due to the sub¬ 
stances formed by the particular 
species of mould. 

What are moulds? They are 
groups of tiny plants so small that 
, the individual structures can be seen 
only with the aid of a microscope. 
They develop from spores which are 
similar to the seeds of the higher 
plants. The spore is the reproduc- 
J tive elements of one of the lower 
| organisms or plants, 
j The commoner moulds go by the 
names of Mucor, Penicillium or As¬ 
pergillus. The white or slightly 
i woolly patches seen on the surface of 
meat in cold storage is due to a 
| mould or fungus known as the sporo- 
trichum carnis. 

I The spores or seeds of moulds are 
hard to kill; they can withstand un¬ 
favourable conditions for days and 
| when given favourable conditions 

I such as food, a temperature neither 
i too hot nor too cold, moisture and in 
; some cases oxygen, will live for a 

long time. 

i Mould on top of jams, jellies and 
[ preserves is unsightly, but not harm¬ 
ful and the same is true of moulds 
on bread and other foods. Mould 
growth may be prevented by main¬ 
taining foods at medium tempera¬ 
tures, and by keeping them free from 
moisture. Homemade sausage may 
i be kept from moulding by dipping 
the sausage in melted fat. When 
cool, the fat forms an impervious 
coating and resists the growth of 
mould.
